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INTRODUCTION. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Public  Health  Committee  of  the 

Cheshire  County  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  for  the  year 
1930.  The  chief  feature  of  the  year  was  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  by  which  many  of  the  duties 
carried  out  by  the  late  Boards  of  Guardians  have  been  transferred 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council.  This 
will  go  a long  way  to  unifying  the  health  services  throughout  the 
County. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  There 
is  practically  no  change  in  the  birth  rate,  but  the  death  rate  is 
only  11*1  this  year  as  compared  with  12*6  last  year. 

The  main  feature  is  the  low  infantile  mortality  rate,  which 
this  year  is  56  per  1,000  births,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
County.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  years  this  decline  has 
been  steady  and  uninterrupted  for  the  past  eighteen  years. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  see  the  advancement  made  in  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  the  County,  owing  to  the  activities  of 
the  various  District  Councils.

Section  I.— -Area  and  Population. 


Area. 

In  the  Census  Report  of  1911  this  is  given  as  640,823 
acres  and  in  the  Census  Report  1921  as  640,791  acres. 

The  present  acreage,  after  the  Wallasey  and  Birken- 
head extensions,  is  636,740. 

Houses. 

The  number  of  “structurally  separate  dwellings’^  in 
the  Administrative  County  in  1921  was  140,135,  the  number 
of  private  families  being  144,988. 

In  the  Table  accompanying  this  Report  particulars 
relating  tO'  population,  area,  birth,  deaths,  &c.,  are  given 
for  each  District  separately  and  for  the  County  as  a whole. 
A brief  reference  may  be  made  to  the  more  important  of 
these  figures. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  as 
enumerated  at  the  Census  of  1921,  was  625,227.  The

The  Registrar-General  in  a Memorandum  published  in 
March,  1930,  states:  — 

“The  annual  distribution  of  his  returns  of  births  and 
deaths  and  estimates  of  population  for  the  past 
year  affords  the  Registrar-General  an  opportunity 
of  directing  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and  others  using  the  returns  to  some 
points  upon  which  experience  has  shown  that 
misunderstandings  tend  to  arise. 

“The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  registered 
during  the  calendar  year  and  are  corrected  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers : they  will  differ 
therefore  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled 
locally  either  for  the  calendar  year  or  for  a period 
of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three  weeks. 

“The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the 
light  of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the 
certifying  practitioner  in  response  to  special 
enquiries.  The  principal  subjects  of  these 
enquiries  are  indicated  in  a table  published  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Registrar-General ; and  this 
possible  source  of  discrepancy  between  the  returns 
of  the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled 
locally  should  be  borne  in  mind,  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  causes  of  death  dealt  with  in  that 
table.”

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  this  special  group  of 
diseasse  in  the  Administrative  County  during  1929  was 
224,  equal  to  a zymotic  death-rate  of  0.33  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Your  Council  commenced  their  scheme  of  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  on  the  ist  April,  1916.  The  larger 
portion  of  the  County  comes  within  the  scheme,  but  there 
are  a few  districts  which  are  responsible  for  their  own 
schemes. 


There  have  been  564  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
in  the  Administrative  County  during  1930,  a number 
equivalent  to  56  per  1,000  of  the  recorded  births.  In  1929 
there  were  636  deaths,  the  rate  being  64  per  1,000.

It  is  regrettable  tO'  see  that  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer  is  still  on  the  up-grade,  there  being  1,023 
deaths  recorded  as  compared  with  930  of  the  previous 
year.  I would  repeat  here  what  I said  in  my  report  of 
last  year  that  the  only  hope  of  recovery  for  the  affected 
person  is  early  recognition  and  early  treatment.  Unfortu- 
nately the  lack  of  pain  in  the  early  stages  is  a deterrant 
to  the  average  person  in  the  necessity  of  obtaining  that 
early  treatment  which  is  so  essential. 

Although  there  appears  to  be  a steady  increase  of  re- 
ported cases  of  cancer  it  is  not  so  alarming  as  it  appears. 
One  must  not  forget  the  fact  that  there  are  other  factors 
now  coming  into  force,  namely  greater  accuracy  in  diag- 
nosis and  better  powers  of  ascertainment.  Great  advance 
has  been  made  in  recent  years  in  the  treatment  of  early 
cases  and  there  is  even  hope  that  in  the  near  future  a still 
greater  advance  will  be  made.

Isolation  Hospitals. 

Under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act  it  be- 
came compulsory  for  a survey  to  be  made  of  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  accommodation  in  the  County. 

At  the  present  moment  there  are  10  Isolation  Hos- 
pitals in  the  County,  all  more  or  less  small  isolated  units 
supplying  comparatively  small  areas;  the  consequence 
being  that  in  normal  times  they  are  half  empty,  and  in 
times  of  epidemics  over-flowing. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  question  of  Infectious  Dis- 
ease accommodation  is  not  a matter  that  should  be  dealt 
with  by' the  smaller  Local  Authorities,  but  by  the  County 
Council  as  a whole.  The  opportunity  for  this  has  been 
given  under  Section  13  of  the  Local  Government  Act. 

In  the  past,  when  the  matter  of  transport  was  a sub- 
ject of  serious  consideration  in  connection  with  the  sick, 
it  was  the  custom  to  erect  small,  separate  units  in  each  j 
district,  which  for  obvious  reasons  is  not  an  economical  j 
proposition.  The  need  for  this  is  now  past,  owing  to  the 
improved  conditions  and  facilities  of  transport.  A list  i 
of  the  ambulance  services  throughout  the  County  is  given  t

The  scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  in  the  County  was  formulated  in  1914  and 
was  based  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Astor  De- 
partmental Committee. 

No  alterations  were  made  in  the  scheme  during  the 
year  under  review. 

To  ensure  efficiency  the  County  is  divided  into  three 
areas,  and  a District  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  in  charge  of 
each. 


There  is  also  a staff  of  Health  Visitors  to  help  both 
at  the  Dispensaries  and  in  home  visiting.  In  each  area 
dispensaries  have  been  opened  by  the  Council  and  the 
District  Tuberculosis  Officers  attend  on  the  days  and  at

Specialised  forms  of  treaitment,  e.g.,  Tuberculin,,  are 
sometimes  given  at  the  Dispensaries^ but  only  with  the 
approval  and  consent  of  the  Private  Medical  Attendant. 

At  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  it  has  been  found 
desirable  in  some  cases  to  induce  an  Artificial  Pneumo- 
Thorax,  and  after  the  patient  is  discharged  from  the  In- 
stitution arrangements  are  always  made  for  necessary  re- 
fills to  be  given  at  the  Joint  Sanatorium.  Where  it  is 
found  on  inquiry  that  patients  are  unable  to  pay  travelling 
expenses  to  and  from  the  Institution  for  refills  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  them  to  be  provided  with  travelling 
expenses. 

The  tables  included  in  this  Report  give  in  consider- 
able detail  an  account  of  the  work  accomplished  during 
the  year  1930,  and  for  the  purposes  of  comparison  I have 
separated  the  outstanding  figures  for  the  year  under  re- 
view and  the  two  previous  years.

Specimens  of  sputum,  etc.,  are  examined,  free  of 
charge,  and  reports  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Practitioner 
and  District  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  each  case. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  County  Council  under 
Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  permits 
the  Council  to  apply  for  an  Order  tO'  compulsorily  remove 
a person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  to  Hospital. 


Section  VI.---Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.

Number  of  Midwives  in  Practice. 

There  were  339  midwives  who  notified  their  intention 
to  practise  in  the  County  Area  during  1930.  Classified 
these  are  as  follows  : — 

273  Actually  practising — 242  trained,  31  untrained. 

14  Monthly  Nurses. 

16  Midwives  living  outside  the  County  Area. 

14  In  Institutions. 

20  Had  no  cases. 

Comparing  the  above  returns  with  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  there  are  23  more  trained  midwives  practising 
and  there  is  one  less  untrained  midwife  taking  cases  with- 
out a doctor. 

There  are  still  five  midwives  practising  who  cannot 
take  their  patients’  temperature,  they  have  very  few  cases 
without  a doctor. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  continues  to  extend 
Its  activities  and  several  new  areas  have  been  supplied  with 
nurse  niidwives.  The  standard  of  Midwifery  of  this  Asso- 
ciation is  high,  and  the  midwives  who  have  been  inspected 
wice  this  year  have  been  found  very  satisfactory. 


30 


The  County  has  five  subsidised  midwives  working  at 
Lymm,  Tarvin,  Upton,  Hollingworth  and  Sandbach.  The 
above  midwives  with  one  exception  are  granted  £6o  per 
annum  and  allowed  to  keep  their  own  fees. 

At  Sandbach  the  midwife  (who  is  the  only  trained  one 
there)  is  allowed  £8o  per  annum,  as  by  far  the  majority 
of  the  cases  are  attended  by  a bona^  fide  midwife  over  70 
years  of  age  and  the  trained  midwife  does  not  get  enough 
cases  to  make  a livelihood  without  the  extra  grant. 

Inspection  of  IVlidwives. 

The  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  in  previous 
years  by  the  Lady  Assistant  Medical  Officer  assisted  by 
some  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

There  have  been  973  visits  paid  to  midwives,  814  were 
formal  inspections  and  the  others  were  paid  to  make  en- 
quries  re  Still-births,  puerperal  fever  cases,  infant  deaths, 
etc. 


The  bags  and  registers  of  the  midwives  on  the  whole 
have  been  found  satisfactory.  The  charts  are  usually  well 
kept  but  in  a few  cases  a similarity  of  pulse  and  tempera- 
ture findings  have  been  remarked  on,  and  advice  given  to 
more  careful  taking  of  temperatures  and  pulses. 

’More  interest  has  been  taken  in  Ante-natal  visiting 
during  1930  and  more  cases  been  referred  to  their  own 
doctors  through  midwives’  supervision  of  the  expect- 
ant mother.  Practically  all  the  midwives  living  in  the 
County  Area  have  two'  bags,  one  which  is  kept  for  de- 
liveries only,  and  a smaller  bag  which  is  used  for  the  sub- 
sequent 10  days’  visiting.  Also  all  midwives  are  advised 
tO'  carry  an  appliance  for  giving  a saline.  The  present- 
day  midwife  realises  that  the  keeping  of  her  bags  as  ascep- 
tic  as  possible,  cleanliness  of  her  person,  the  true  record- 
ing of  register  and  charts,  and  supervision  of  her  pregnant 
patients  are  all  part  of  her  duty  to  her  patient  and  her- 
self. She  looks  on  her  Inspector  as  one  who  can 
help  her  tO'  dO'  her  best  for  her  patients  and  one  whose  ob- 
ject is  not  to  criticise  only. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  no  midwife  reported 
to  the  County  Committee. 

The  Cheshire  Midwives’  Association  (affiliated  to  the 
Midwives’  Institute)  was  formed  in  1926  and  had  its  fifth 
Annual  Meeting  in  September,  1930.  Dr.  Charles  Wilson 
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(Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee) 
presided  at  this  meeting,  and  Dr.  Ruth  Nicholson  (Liver- 
pool), gave  a much-appreciated  address  on  “Hsemorr- 
hages.” 

During  the  session  1929-30,  a series  of  7 lectures  were 
given  at  each  of  the  seven  branches.  The  lectures  were 
well  attended  and  several  new  members  enrolled.  The 
members  of  the  various  branches  are  very  grateful  to  all 
the  lecturers  who  so  kindly  give  their  services. 

In  1930-31  two'  midwives,  one  an  independent  midwife 
and  one  a County  Nursing  Association  nurse,  attended  a 
month’s  Refresher  Course  at  Paistow  Maternity  Hospital. 
This  Refresher  Course  is  much  'appreciated  by  the  mid- 
wives who  have  been  privileged  to-  attend  it.  Perhaps, 
as  times  improve,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  may 
be  persuaded  to  allow  more  midwives  to-  attend  the 
Course.

There  were  five  cases  of  Pyrexia  notified  of  cases  1 
already  in  hospital.  Twenty-three  were  sent  into  hospital  ( 
for  treatment.  Twenty-seven  of  these  cases  were  seen  by  ' 
Consultants.  Of  the  93  cases  notified  three  of  the  'Mothers  1 
died.  Disinfection  of  the  midwives  in  contact  with  the  j 
above  cases  was  carried  out  in  65  cases. 

Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes.  i 

At  the  end  of  1930  there  were  40  Nursing  and 
Maternity  Homes  registered.  Four  of  the  Maternity 
Homes  that  were  registered  previously  have  been  given  I 
up  during  1930  and  there  were  four  new  Homes  I 
registered. 

One  hundred  and  forty-seven  visits  of  Inspection  have  : 
been  paid  to  these  Homes.  The  Inspector  has  been  re*  • 
ceived  with  courtesy  and  any  improvements  suggested  ^ 
have  been  carried  out.  ^ 

In  five  of  the  Homes  there  have  been  no  cases  and  in  i 
ithe  remaining  34  there  have  been  530  births  and  452  medi-  • 
cal  and  surgical  cases. 

One  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  these  births  occurred  I 
in  the  Bromborough  Pool  Maternity  Home. 
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Births,  etc.,  Visitations  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

During  1930  the  visiting  under  the  notification  of 
Births  Acts  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  All 
cases  notified  to  the  Chester  office  have  been  written  out 
on  special  forms  and  sent  out  to  the  Health  Visitors  of 
the  district  to  which  they  belong.  A considerable  number 
of  cases  are  not  notified  and  particulars  of  these  are  ob- 
tained from  the  various  Registrars.  Very  few  midwive? 
neglect  to  notify  the  births  they  attend  but  a considerable 
percentage  of  cases  attended  by  doctors  are  unnotified. 

What  is  aimed  at  in  Home  Visiting  to  children  under 
one  year  is  monthly  visits,  quarterly  visits  during  the  2nd 
year  and  twice-a-year  visits  to  children  over  2 years  of  age 
and  under  school  age. 

The  number  of  visits  to  notified  babies  under  one  year 
has  worked  out  at  an  average  of  8 per  child  in  areas  other 
than  Stalybridge,  Dukinfield  and  Runcorn.  The  average 
for  these  three  districts  are  12.3,  7.3,  and  5.2  respectively. 
At  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  the  Health  Visitors  are 
responsible  for  the  Infant  Welfare  and  Tuberculosis  Visit- 
ing and  have  no  school  work  to  do.  The  average  of 
Dukinfield  is  lower  this  year  owing  to  the  illness  of  one  of 
the  staff.  In  Runcorn  there  is  daily  a large  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic,  School  Visiting,  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and 
visiting,  as  well  as  the  Infant  Welfare  work  which  includes 
a fortnightly  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

All  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Health  Visitors  is  very 
important,  but  any  lessening  of  the  time  devoted  to  Home 
visits  is  always  to  be  deprecated.

The  Method  of  Feeding  Babies. 

The  following  table  shows  the  mehod  of  feeding  dur- 
ing the  6 months  of  their  life  of  children  aged  over  6 
months  and  under  i year  old.  There  were  1,052  Rural 
cases  and  1,246  Urban  cases.

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From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  shown  that  at  the  end 
of  6 months  only  55  per  cent,  of  the  mothers  were  able 
to  feed  their  babies  entirely  on  the  breast,  8 per  cent, 
had  breast  feeding  supplemented  with  artificial  feeding 
and  35  per  cent,  were  artificially  fed. 

It  is  very  disappointing  to  find  that  the  low  percent- 
age of  breast  feeding  noted  in  1929  is  lowered  by  2 per 
cent,  more  during  1930.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
younger  children  ol  mothers  who  are  bringing  up  a family 
on  unemployment  pay  are  not  being  entirely  breast  fed 
— they  are  mostly  breast  fed  for  a short  period  and  then 
artificial  feeding  is  resorted  to.  Every  encouragement  is 
given  to  mothers  to  feed  their  babies  naturally,  free  milk 
is  allowed,  but,  of  course,  the  mother’s  diet  must  of  neces- 
sity be  limited  owing  tO'  the  very  lean  household  budget.

One  of  the  above  cases  was  an  illegitimate  birth. 
Forty-eight  cases  occurred  in  Primiparae. 
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In  eight  cases  there  was  a previous  history  of  more 
than  one  miscarriage  or  still-birth  and  in  six  cases  a his- 
tory of  one  miscarriage  or  still-birth.  In  three  of  the  six 
cases  the  still-birth  occurred  in  the  second  pregnancy  so 
that  the  three  mothers  had  not  given  birth  tO'  a live  child. 

Nine  of  the  mothers  had  worked  in  a factory  during 
pregnancy  and  5 others  had  followed  other  occupations. 
There  were  three  twin  pregnancies — four  of  the  six 
children  were  still-births. 

Ophthalmia. 

There  have  been  notified  62  cases  of  inflammation  of 
or  discharge  from  the  eyes  in  new  born  babies.  Thirty- 
nine  of  the  cases  were  only  slight.  Most  of  the  cases 
occurred  between  the  third  and  fifth  days.  In  14  cases 
the  birth  was  attended  Iw  a doctor  and  48  cases  were  at- 
tended by  midwives.  iTie  following  is  a description  of

Illegitimate  Children. 

Special  enquiries  have  been  made  intO'  the  circum- 
stances of  1 15  illegitimate  children  bom  in  1930.  In  58 
cases  the  mother  was  unemployed  and  in  50  instances  the 
mother  was  employed.  One  hundred  and  seven  were 
found  to  be  quite  satisfactorily  attended  to,  six  only  fairly 
satisfactorily  cared  for  and  2 not  satisfactorily  looked 
after.  The  father  was  known  to  be  contributing  in  65 
cases  and  in  2 cases  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain.  Forty- 
two  fathers  made  no  contribution  to  the  upkeep  of  their 
children.  Six  of  the  parents  had  since  married.  Fifty- 
hve  of  the_  babies  were  being  brought  up  by  their  mothers 
and  41  principally  by  their  grandmothers,  5 by  other  re- 
latives, 3 by  neighbours,  four  were  adopted  and  three 
were  nurse  children.  Several  of  the  above  children  attend 
Welfare  Centres. 
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Expectant  Mothers. 

During  1930  there  were  1,290  visits  and  revisits  paid 
to  expectant  mothers.  The  following  interesting  points 
have  been  noted  in  223  of  the  cases  visited  during  1930 
(the  baby  being  born  that  year). 

Health  of  Mother.

Six  per  cent,  of  the  mothers  were  advised  to  seek  medi- 
cal advice : two  per  cent,  urged  to  do  so  on  account  of 
passing  a scanty  amount  of  urine.  Seven  per  cent,  suffered 
from  constipation.  Fifty  per  cent,  had  several  carious 
teeth  and  ten  per  cent,  of  these  cases  were  noted  to  be  in 
a very  bad  condition.  Twenty-three  of  the  women  had  0 
set  or  sets  of  artificial  teeth. 

82%  Normal  babies—  70%  Breast  fed  at  end  of  10  days. 

30%  Artificial. 

14%  Not  robust. 

4%  Stillborn. 

Of  the  223  mothers  three  were  employed  in  factories 
and  three  did  daily  charring  during  their  pregnancy. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

During  1930  two  new  centres  were  opened,  one  at 
Cheadle,  and  one  at  Odd  Rode.  The  latter  centre  was 
specially  asked  for  and  is  in  a rather  isolated  corner  of 
Cheshire. 

Both  of  the  centres  meet  fortnightly  and  have  beer 
well  attended.  The  arrangements  for  these  centres  are  the 
same  as  in  the  other  County  centres — ^a  large  room  where 
the  mothers  assemble,  a small  room  where  the  babies  are 
undressed  and  weighed,  and  a doctor’s  room. 

There  are  now  28  centres  in  the  ■County  area — all  are 
County  Council  centres  with  the  exception  of  Utkinton 
centre,  which  is  maintained  by  a local  lady.  This  centre 
does  excellent  work  among  the  mothers  and  babies  of  this 
village  and  surrounding  ones. 

At  all  centres  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Com- 
mittees continue  to  render  faithful  service  which  is  much 
appreciated  by  all  concerned. 
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The  number  of  centres  grows  slowly  but  can  only  be 
increased  in  proportion  to  the  number  on  the  staff  of 
Health  Visitors.  The  education  of  the  mothers  continues 
and  the  results  are  slowly  materialising.  It  is  very  pleas- 
ing to  get  unsolicited  testimonials  as  quite  frequently 
happens  from  the  grandmothers  of  to-day  who,  when 
attending  with  their  young  daughters  and  grandchildren, 
remark  that  there  were  no  such  places  in  their  day,  and 
mothers  had  to  struggle  on  without  any  help  or  advice 
A quite  appreciable  number  of  our  babies  continue  to 
attend  the  centres  after  they  have  completed  their  first 
year.  An  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  these  children  under 
medical  supervision. 

Cheshire  Gold  Cross  Society. 

During  1930  the  Gold  Cross  Society  met  twice  in 
Chester,  and  one  meeting  was  held  at  Sandbach.  As 
explained  in  previous  reports  the  object  of  this  Society 
is  to  bring  voluntary  workers  together  to  discuss  difficul- 
ties arising  in  the  work  of  the  centres  and  to  exchange 
ideas,  etc.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Chester  Castle 
in  May,  1930.  At  this  meeting  the  work  of  the  Competi- 
tions was  on  view  and  the  shields  and  pictures  were  pre- 
sented to  representatives  by  Mrs.  Bromley- Davenport 
(Vice-Chairman  of  the  County  'Maternity  and  Child  Wel- 
fare Committee).  After  the  presentations,  Mrs.  Bromley- 
Davenport  gave  a very  interesting  address  which  was 
much  appreciated  by  all  present.

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Section  VII.— -Rivers  Pollution  Prevention, 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


Municipal  Boroughs. 

Congleton  Borough. — Sewer  extensions  have  been 
carried  out  in  Newcastle  Road  and  Lower  Heath,  and 
also  in  Bromley  Road,  to  deal  with  the  78  Corporation 
Hoiuses  erected  this  year.  Following  representations 
respecting  the  overtaxed  condition  of  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  the  necessity  for  sewering  the  Moss- 
ley  area,  a consulting  sewage  engineer  was  appointed  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  sewering  Mossley,  and  the  recon- 
struction of  the  sewage  works.  The  scheme  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Crewe  Borough. — 'Crewe  Sewage  Works  consists  of 
screens,  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating 
filters,  and  storm  tanks. 

Periodical  samples  of  effluent  have  been  reported  as 
being  satisfactory. 

During  the  present  year  a Sewage  Flow  Recorder  has 
been  installed  at  the  works  with  a view  tO'  ascertaining 
the  dry  weather  flow  which  is  increasing  on  account  of 
pail  closet  conversions  and  sewer  extensions. 

Hyde  Borough. — The  sewage  works  consist  of  septic 
tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  and  storm  filters. 

Gaugings  of  the  sewage  flow  have  been  taken  with  a 
view  tO'  preparing  a scheme  for  extensions. 

These  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Ir- 
well  Joint  Committee. 

Macclesfield  Borough. — ^The  sewage  works  consist  of 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks, 
land  irrigation,  and  sm'all  bio-aeration  plant,  and  storm 
tanks. 

A scheme  for  extensions  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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These  works  are  in  the  area  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 

Dukinfield  Borough — Stalybridge  Borough.  — The 
sewage  of  these  districts  is  received  and  treated  at  the 
works  of  the  Dukinfield  and  Stalybridge  Joint  Sewerage 
Board.  The  works  consist  of  precipitation  tanks  followed 
by  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks,  or  by  bio-aeration, 
and  storm  water  tanks. 

These  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Ir- 
well Joint  Board. 


Urban  Districts. 

Alsager  Urban  District. — Type  of  sewage  works — 
sedimentation  tanks  and  bacterial  filters. 

New  “Hartley”  distributor  arms  were  fitted  to  the 
two  filters  to  replace  the  old  ones  which  were  worn  out, 
and  the  top  layer  of  media  in  the  filter  was  renewed. 

Alderley  Edge  Urban  District. — Type  of  sewage 
works — sedimentation  tanks  and  land  irrigation. 

The  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 

Altrincham  Urban  District. — Type  of  sewage  works 
— Sedimentation  tanks  and  land  irrigation. 

The  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 

Ashton-on-Mersey  Urban  District. — Type  of  sewage 
works — precipitation  tanks,  land  irrigation,  storm  tanks. 

Sale  Urban  District. — ^Type  of  sewage  works — preci- 
pitation tanks,  and  continuous  filters. 

These  two  Urban  Districts  have  amalgamated.  A 
large  scheme  of  extensions  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

These  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
well  Joint  Committee. 

Bebin^on  and  Bromborough  Urban  District. — ^With 
the  exception  of  a small  works  dealing  with  groups  of 
houses  situated  at  a distance  from  the  main  sewerage 
system,  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  this  district  is  dis- 
charged into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River  Mersey. 
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Bollington  Urban  District. — ^Type  of  sewage  works 
— sedimentation  tanks  and  bacterial  filters,  humus  tanks, 
storm  tanks.  A new  automatic  pumping  plant  has  been 
provided  to  deal  with  the  low  level  sewerage.  No  com- 
plaints have  been  received  from  the  'Mersey  and  Irwell 
Rivers  Board  during  1930  as  regards  the  sewage  effluent. 

Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District. — Bredbury 
Sewage  Works  consist  of  precipitation  tanks,  percolating 
filters,  humus  tanks,  and  storm  tanks. 

Romiley  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks,  continuous  filters  and  land,  storm  tanks  and  filters. 

A comprehensive  scheme  for  possibly  combining  both 
these  works  is  under  consideration. 

Both  these  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Bowdon  Urban  District. — The  sewage  of  the  district 
is  treated  in  sedimentation  tanks  and  irrigated  on  land. 
The  irrigation  area  is  tO'  be  extended. 

These  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 

Cheadle  and  Gatley  Urban  District. — The  existing 
sewage  works  consist  of  precipitation  tanks,  storm  tanks, 
and  land  filtration,  and  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

The  Urban  District  Council  have  powers  under  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Act,  1930,  to  connect  the  sewage 
to  the  Manchester  main  sewers. 

In  view  of  contemplated  extensions  of  the  sewerage 
system  to  cope  with  housing  development  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  Council  will  avail  themselves  of  their  powers 
under  the  Manchester  Corporation  Act,  1930.  rather  than 
carry  out  the  re-construction  or  enlargement  of  their  own 
sewage  works. 

Compstall  Urban  District. — There  are  no  sewage  dis- 
posal works  for  this  district.  The  majority  of  the  houses 
are  provided  with  pail  closets.  There  are  no  water  closets 
in  the  district. 

The  existing  sewers  discharge  into  a large  power 
lodge  owned  by  The  Calico  Printers  Association. 
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This  district  is  in  the  area  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 

Ellesmere  Port  and  Whitby  Urban  District. — The  ex- 
isting works  at  Ellesmere  Port  consist  of  covered  septic 
tanks  and  contact  beds,  designed  to  deal  with  a popula- 
tion of  7,000,  and  are  now  greatly  overtaxed  and  in  an  un- 
satisfactory condition.  The  final  effluent  is  discharged 
into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  river  Mersey. 

A Ministry  of  Health  inquiry  was  held  on  January 
22nd,  1930,  respecting  an  application  for  a loan  of 
£40,200  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  the  existing 
works  at  Ellesmere  Port,  the  construction  of  new  sewers 
and  sewage  works  at  Little  Stanney,  consisting  of  sedi- 
mentation tanks  and  bacterial  filters,  designed  for  a popu- 
lation of  20,000.  The  final  effluent  will  be  discharged  into 
the  river  Gowy.  Owing  to  objections  on  account  of  the 
possibility  of  flooding,  the  scheme  had  to  be  revised  and 
a subsequent  application  for  a loan  of  £117,475  was  sanc- 
tioned after  a second  inquiry. 

A joint  sewer  draining  the  north-west  portion  of 
Ellesmere  Port  and  the  adjoining  portion  of  the  Wirral 
Rural  District  discharges  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the 
river  Mersey. 

Hale  Urban  District. — Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  own  sewage  works, 
which  are  of  the  Activated  Sludge  Type. 

Sewage  from  the  northern  part  of  the  district  is  re- 
ceived and  treated  at  the  sewage  works  of  the  Altrincham 
Urban  District  Council,  by  agreement. 

A portion  of  the  Parish  of  Ringway  in  the  Bucklow 
Rural  District  is  drained  to  the  Hale  Sewage  Works,  by 
agreement. 

The  above  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Handforth  Urban  District. — This  District  has  no 
sewerage  system  or  disposal  works,  but  a sewerage 
scheme  is  being  prepared  by  a consulting  sewage 
engineer,  which,  under  agreement,  will  be  connected  to 
the  reconstructed  sewage  works  of  the  Wilmslow  Urban 
District  Council. 
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Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  Urban  District. — Bram- 
hall  Sewage  Works  consists  of  septic  tanks,  precipitation 
tanks,  continuous  filters  and  lagoons  and  storm  tanks. 

Ofiferton  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks,  precipitation  tanks,  humus  tanks,  and  storm  tanks. 
New.  works  are  under  construction.  The  old  works  will 
subsequently  be  abandoned. 

These  works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Hollingworth  Urban  District. — The  sewage  works 
consist  of  precipitation  tanks,  continuous  filters  and  land 
irrigation,  also  storm  water  land  irrigation  area. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  October  i 
28th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  of  the  Council  to 
borrow  £6,250  for  the  extension  of  the  sewage  works. 
On  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  an  investigation  j 
was  made  into  the  question  of  the  treatment  of  Holling- 
worth sewage  at  the  sewage  works  of  the  Glossop  (Derby- 
shire) Town  Council.  Comparative  costs  of  the  two 
schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  with  the  result 
that  the  Urban  District  Councirs  own  scheme  is  being 
proceeded  with. 

Hoole  Urban  District. — The  sewage  of  this  district 
is  received  and  treated  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  of 
the  Chester  Corporation,  under  agreement. 

Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Urban  District.  — The 
sewage  of  Hoylake  is  disposed  of  by  discharge  to  sea  at 
Dove  Point,  Great  Meols,  where  there  are  two  sewage 
storage  tanks,  which  are  emptied  two  hours  after  each 
ebb  tide. 

There  are  two  outfalls  at  West  Kirby — one  north,  and 
one  south  of  the  Marine  Lake — consisting  of  tank  sewers 
with  sea  valves.  Sewage  is  discharged  two  hours  after 
ebb  tide.  A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 5th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  for  a loan  of 
£95,400  for  the  construction  of  new  sewers  passing 
through  undeveloped  land  at  Meols  and  extending  from 
Hoylake  to  West  Kirby  Station.  The  new  sewers  will 
provide  drainage  facilities  for  two-thirds  of  the  parish  of 
Grange  in  the  Wirral  Rural  District.  A new  sewage 
storage  tank  is  to  be  constructed  immediately  adjoining 
the  existing  tank  at  Meols. 
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Knutsford  Urban  District. — The  new  sewage  disposal 
works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters, 
humus  tanks,  storm  tanks,  and  land. 

The  works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Lymm  Urban  District. — Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Sow 
Brook  Works  by  precipitation  tanks  and  land  treatment, 
and  at  the  Statham  works  by  land  irrigation  only.  The 
effluents  from  both  works  have  been  frequently  analysed 
by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  500  yards  of  15-inch  outfall  relief  sewer 
have  been  constructed  adjoining  Statham  Farm. 

1,750  yards  of  9-inch  sewer  were  laid  in  Cherry  Lane 
as  an  Unemployment  Relief  Scheme.  300  yards  of  6-inch 
sewer  were  laid  in  connection  with  the  Booth’s  Hill 
Housing  Scheme. 

Marple  Urban  District. — Sewage  from  the  greater 
portion  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works,  consisting  of  sedimentation  tanks,  continuous 
filters,  land  irrigation  and  storm  tanks.  A small  works 
consisting  of  a septic  tank  and  2^  acres  of  land  has  re- 
cently been  completed  and  is  now  in  operation  for  the 
Strines  portion  of  the  district. 

The  sewage  from  the  north-westerly  part  of  the  district 
is  treated  at  the  Ludworth,  Mellor,  and  Low  Marple  Joint 
Sewerage  Board’s  Works  at  Compsall,  which  consist  of 
sedimentation  tanks,  continuous  filters,  land  irrigation, 
and  storm  tanks. 

All  these  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Middlewich  Urban  District. — Type  of  sewage  works 
— sedimentation  tanks,  primary  and  secondary  filter  beds. 
The  works  are  seriously  affected  by  subsidence  due  to 
brine  pumping  and  are  not  producing  a satisfactory  efflu- 
ent. The  cracked  walls  of  the  tanks  have  been  repaired 
and  the  level  of  the  filter  beds  raised.  The  reconstruction 
of  these  works  will  have  to  be  considered  eventually,  but 
as  the  loan  for  the  construction  of  the  works  is  not  yet 
paid  off  this  work  will  have  to  remain  in  abeyance  for 
some  time. 
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Mottram-in-Longendale  Urban  District. — The  sew- 
age works  consist  of  precipitation  tanks,  continuous  fil- 
ters, and  land  irrigation.  The  samples  of  effluent  ex- 
amined by  the  'Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  have 
all  been  reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

A part  of  the  district,  which  is  in  a different  drainage 
area,  has  no  sewage  disposal  works,  the  sewage  being 
discharged  into  streams. 

Nantwich  Urban  District. — The  whole  of  the  sewered 
area  of  the  district  and  a part  of  the  adjoining  Rural  Dis- 
trict which  is  drained  into  the  Urban  District  Council 
sewers,  discharges  untreated  sewage  into  the  river 
Weaver.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Coun- 
cil called  the  attention  of  the  Urban  District  Council  to 
the  urgent  necessity  for  providing  adequate  sewage  dis- 
posal works,  following  which  the  Urban  District  Council 
appointed  a consulting  engineer  to  prepare  a comprehen- 
sive sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme.  This  scheme 
is  now  being  prepared  for  submssion  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Neston  and  Parkgate  Urban  District. — Type  of  sew- 
age works — sedimentation  tanks  and  bacterial  filters, 
effluent  discharged  into  the  river  Dee  estuary. 

The  untreated  sewage  of  Parkgate  is  discharged  on 
to  the  foreshore  of  the  Dee  estuary  from  three  separate 
outfalls.  A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 6th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  for  a 
loan  for  the  purpose  of  sewering  Parkgate  and 
the  Wirral  Colliery  area  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal 
works.  The  scheme  also'  provided  for  enlarging  and  im- 
proving the  sewage  works  by  additional  tanks,  filters,  and 
sludge  lagoons.  Work  on  this  scheme  is  now  in  progress. 

Northwich  Urban  District. — 'Winnington  Joint  Sew- 
age Works,  which  serve  the  Urban  District  and  a portion 
of  the  Northwich  Rural  District,  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks,  and  bacterial  filters.  Following  representations 
that  the  works  were  overtaxed,  a consulting  sewage 
engineer  was  appointed  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  diver- 
sion of  sewage  from  the  Witton  Outfall  Works — which 
have  become  unworkable  through  subsidence — ^to  the 
Winnington  Joint  Sewage  Works  for  treatment.  The 
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population  at  present  draining  to  the  Witton  Sewage 
Works  is  estimated  at  4,500.  The  Winnington  Joint  Sew- 
age Works  are  tO'  be  enlarged  and  improved.  The  scheme 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Runcorn  Urban  District. — ^Most  of  the  sewers  are 
connected  to  a large  intercepting  sewer  which  passes  un- 
der the  Ship  Canal  at  the  western  boundary  of  the  district 
and  discharges  into  the  Mersey  Estuary. 

Sandbach  Urban  District. — The  sewage  works  con- 
sist of  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  land 
treatment. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  November 
19th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  for  a loan  oi  £39,200 
for  extensions  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a new 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  scheme  has  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry. 

Tarporley  Urban  District. — The  sewage  of  Tarporley 
is  treated  in  a sedimentation  tank  and  irrigated  on  land 
which  is  of  a sandy  nature.  The  final  effluent  is 
satisfactory. 

Wilmslo-w  Urban  District. — The  northern  sewage 
works  consist  of  precipitation  tanks  and  land  irrigation. 
A scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  these  works  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  southern  works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks, 
percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  and  land  irrigation,  and 
storm  tanks. 

These  works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  'Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Winsford  Urban  District. — 'The  sewage  works  consist 
of  screens  and  detritus  tanks  and  large  cinder  filter  beds 
situated  adjoining  a large  “flash”  into  which  the  effluent 
is  discharged. 

Yeardsley-cum-Whaley  Urban  District. — The  sewage 
of  this  district  is  treated  at  the  works  of  the  Whaley 
Bridge  and  District  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  which  consists 
of  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks, 

I and  storm  tanks. 
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Extensions  to  the  filters,  humus  tanks,  and  storm 
tanks  have  been  started  during  the  present  year. 

These  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee. 


Rural  Districts. 

Bucklow  Rural  District. — ^Dunham  Massey  Sewage 
Works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  land  treatment. 
A scheme  for  extending  these  works  is  being  prepared. 

Mobberley  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  tanks. 

Timperley  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks,  continuous  filters,  and  land  treatment. 

These  works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Chester  Rural  District. — ^Dodleston,  Eccleston,  and 
Pulford  Parishes  are  provided  with  sewers  and  small  dis- 
posal works  which  are  maintained  satisfactorily. 

The  Parishes  of  Newton,  Upton,  Christleton,  and 
Boughton  Heath  are  provided  with  adequate  sewerage 
systems  which  are  connected  to-  the  sewage  disposal  works 
of  the  Chester  Corporation  under  agreement.  A portion 
of  the  Parish  of  Christleton  is  also  connected  to  the 
Chester  Sewerage  System,  but  the  remainder  of  the  Parish 
and  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Littleton  are  without  a sewer- 
age system.  Mickle  Trafford,  Wimbolds  Trafford  and 
Thornton-le-Moors  are  also  without  a sewerage  system. 
A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  sewering  the  Parishes  of 
Blacon,  Little  Saughall,  and  Great  Saughall  to  a joint 
sewage  disposal  works  which  will  also  serve  the  south- 
west portion  of  the  City  of  Chester. 

Congleton  Rural  District. — Elworth  Sewage  Works 
consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus 
tanks,  and  storm  tanks.  They  are  generally  satisfactory. 
Malkins  Bank  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks  and  percolating  filter — ^the  effluent  is  satisfactory. 

Holmes  Chapel  Sewage  Works  consists  of  a sedimen- 
tation tank  and  land  irrigation.  The  attention  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  has  been  called  to  the  unsatisfac- 
tory sewage  effluents  and  the  necessity  for  improving  the 
works. 
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Mow  Cop  Sewage  is  treated  by  means  of  a sedimen- 
tation tank  and  land  irrigation. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been  called  to  the 
necessity  for  providing  adequate  sewage  disposal  works 
for  Mount  Pleasant,  Mow  Cop. 

A sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  is  in  course 
of  preparation  for  the  Parish  of  Church  Lawton. 

Disley  Rural  District. — ^Type  of  works — precipitation 
tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  tanks 

A sewer  is  under  construction  which  will  meet  the 
requirements  of  Higher  Disley. 

The  sewage  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Macclesfield  Rural  District. — Poynton  Sewage 
Works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  land  filtration, 
and  deal  with  the  sewage  from  approximately  960  houses. 
A scheme  for  reconstructing  these  works  is  before  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Chelford  Sewage  Works,  which  serve  about  30 
houses,  also  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  land 
treatment. 

Both  these  works  are  supervised  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Malpas  Rural  District. — ^The  attention  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  has  been  called  to  unsatisfactory  effluents 
from  the  three  small  disposal  works  which  serve  the  town- 
ship of  Malpas. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  improving  these 
works. 

Nantwich  Rural  District. — ^Willaston  Sewage  Works: 
Following  representations  respecting  the  overtaxed  con- 
dition of  these  works,  a scheme  for  their  reconstruction, 
together  with  a sewerage  scheme  for  Shavington  and 
Wistaston  Parishes  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  on  May  21st.  The  Ministry 
nave  sanctioned  the  scheme  which  will  cost  £22,100. 

Haslington  Sewage  Works  consists  of  sedimentation 
anks,  percolating  filters,  humus  tanks,  storm  tanks  and 
land  irrigation.  The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been 
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called  to  the  overtaxed  condition  of  these  works.  A 
scheme  is  being  prepared  for  their  reconstruction. 

Representations  have  been  made  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  with  regard  to  the  necessity  for  a sewer- 
age and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Audlem. 

The  township  of  Wybunbury  is  also  in  need  of  simi- 
lar facilities. 

A scheme  for  sewering  Broad  Lane,  London  Road, 
Stapeley,  Birchin  Lane,  Crewe  Road,  Colley’s  Lane, 
Middlewich  Road  and  Millstone  Lane,  Willaston,  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Northwich  Rural  District. — A number  of  schemes 
have  been  laid  down  during  the  year.  These  include  a 
small  outfall  works  at  Davenham,  one  at  Little  Leigh, 
one  at  Oakmere,  one  at  Anderton  to  deal  with  a total  of 
50  houses.  In  addition  a new  sewerage  system  and  the 
construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  is  in  hand  at 
Little  Budworth  and  in  the  Parishes  of  Stanthome  and 
Clive.  These  schemes  have  received  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  when  completed  will  make  pro- 
vision for  a total  of  181  houses  and  include  1.4  miles  of  1 
sewers. 

The  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Hartford 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  prepared  and  it  includes  a new 
Outfall  Works  and  a new  connection  to  the  River  Weaver, 
a new  outfall  sewer,  a steel  bridge  over  the  main  line  of 
the  L.M.  & S.  Railway  for  the  purpose  of  laying  a sewer 
to  the  Heyeswood  district  where  a number  of  new  dwel- 
ling-houses are  in  course  of  construction  in  the  adjoining 
Parish  of  Weaverham,  known  as  the  Sandiway  Cottage  j 
Estate  and  which  must,  owing  to  surface  levels,  drain  into  j 
the  Hartford  system.  At  present  this  sewage  is  dealt  1 
with  in  a small  and  unsatisfactory  tank  which  it  is  the  1 
Council’s  intention  to  abolish.  Another  part  of  the  i 
scheme  consists  of  the  laying  of  a new  sewer  in  the  .1 
Weaverham  Road  area  where  an  important  local  firm  de-  1 
sire  to  open  up  valuable  building  land  and  towards  the 
cost  of  which  they  are  prepared  to  make  a capital  contri- 
bution. Owing  tO'  the  delay  in  completing  an  Agreement 
with  the  Railway  Company,  however,  it  has  not  yet  been 
possible  to  submit  this  scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

All  details  having  now  being  settled,  application  for  sanc- 
tion to  a loan  will  shortly  be  made. 
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A new  building  scheme  at  Rudheath  on  the  part  of  a 
Building  Company  has  necessitated  the  preparation  of  a 
Sewerage  Scheme  for  that  part  of  the  Parish  of  Rudheath 
lying  to  the  south-east  of  the  Trent  and  Mersey  Canial. 
As  an  inducement  tO'  the  Council  to  assist  them  in  their 
enterprise  they  have  offered  tO'  make  a capital  contribu- 
tion towards  the  cost  of  constructing  a sewer  under  the 
canal  and  the  Council  have,  providing  they  can  obtain 
assistance  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee, 
decided  to  prepare  a scheme  and  at  the  same  time  to  in- 
clude a sewerage  scheme  for  the  area  of  Lostock  Gralam 
known  as  Lostock  Green.  This  will  enable  the  Council 
to  overcome  some  difficulties  which  have  troubled  them 
in  this  locality;  but,  owing  to  the  long  lengths  of  connect- 
ing sewers  required,  the  scheme  will  possibly  have  tO'  be 
curtailed  unless  assistance  is  forthcoming. 

New  sludge  drying  beds  have  been  provided  at  the 
Owley  Wood  (Weaverham)  Sewage  Works  and  it  is  now 
possible  to  effectively  dry  off  the  sludge  in  the  worst 
weather,  and  this  has  encouraged  the  Attendant  to  remove 
the  sludge  from  the  tanks  more  frequently.  Since  this 
was  made  possible  there  is  a noticeable  improvement  in 
both  the  tank  and  the  final  effluent. 


A new  sewer  extension  has  been  carried  out  at  Barnr 
ton  for  the  requirements  of  40  houses.

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Runcorn  Rural  District. — Helsby  Sewage  Works: 
Following  representations  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  that  the  works  were  unsatisfactory,  a scheme  for 
the  reconstruction  of  the  works  is  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion. 

Moore  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks 
and  percolating  filters.  Improvements  have  been  effected 
to  the  filter  distributors : Thelwall,  Grappenhall,  Latch- 
ford  Without,  Stockton  Heath,  Appleton  and  Lower 
Walton. — Following  representations  from  the  County 
’Medical  Officer,  a scheme  is  being  prepared  w'hich  pro- 
vides for  the  sewering  of  these  Parishes  to  a new  sewage 
disposal  works. 

Tarvin  Rural  District. — The  Parishes  of  Barton, 
Churton,  Farndon,  Tattenhall  and  Waverton  are  without 
any  facilities  for  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal. 

In  July,  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County 
Council  instructed  a communication  to  be  sent  to  the 
Rural  District  Council,  urging  them  to  prepare  schemes 
for  these  Parishes.  A consulting  sewage  engineer  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  to  prepare 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  above- 
mentioned  Parishes. 

Tintwistle  Rural  District. — The  sewage  works  con- 
sist of  precipitation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  humus 
tanks  and  storm  tanks.  The  ironwork  of  the  floating 
arms  to  the  tanks  and  to^  the  revolving  sprinklers  has  been 
renewed. 

These  works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

Sewage  from  a portion  of  the  Matley  district  is  re- 
ceived and  treated  at  the  sewage  works  of  the  Stalybridge 
and  Dukinfield  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

Wirral  Rural  District. — ^Eastham  Sewage  Works  con- 
sist of  sedimentation  tanks  and  bacterial  filters  and  deal 
with  the  sewage  of  a part  of  Eastham,  part  of  Willaston. 
also  Childer  Thornton  and  Hooton.  Following  represen- 
tations to  the  Local  Authority  respecting  the  unsatisfac- 
tory state  of  these  works  and  the  resulting  stream  pollu- 
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tion,  new  screens  and  detritus  tanks  have  been  con- 
structed, storm  filter  bed  improved,  and  two  new  sewage 
filter  distributors  provided  to  replace  old  ones  which  were 
worn  out. 

Willaston  Sewage  Works. — These  works  consist  of 
sedimentation  tanks  and  a filter  bed,  and  deal  with  the 
sewage  of  Willaston  Village.  The  works  are  not  pro- 
ducing a satisfactory  effluent  and  the  attention  of  the 
Local  Authority  has  been  called  to  the  necessity  for 
improving  the  works. 

Thornton  Hough  Sewage  Works. — Sewage  gravi- 
tates into  a pump  well  from  which  it  is  Ifted  to  a large 
contact  bed,  and  finally  treated  on  a small  rotary  filter. 
The  works  are  practically  working  at  full  capacity  and 
are  not  producing  a good  effluent.  A Ministry  of  Health 
Inquiry  was  held  on  June  13th,  1930,  respecting  an  appli- 
cation to  borrow  £430  for  the  contruction  of  an  18-inch 
sewer,  which  was  necessary  for  the  development  of  the 
New  Hall  Estate,  twO'  thirds  of  the  total  cost  of  the  sewer 
— ^£1,290 — is  being  borne  by  a Building  Estate  Company. 
A representation  was  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  County 
Council  steps  should  be  taken  tO'  enlarge  the  existing  sew- 
age works  at  Thornton  Hough  to  meet  the  immediate 
requirements  of  the  area. 

Gayton  Sewage  Works  consist  of  sedimentation 
tanks  and  filter,  the  effluent  being  discharged  into  the 
tidal  waters  of  the  Dee  estuary. 

Heswall  Sewage  Works  and  Caldy  Sewage  Works 
consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  the  final  effluents  being 
discharged  into  the  Dee  estuary. 

Ness  Sewage  Works  consist  of  a septic  tank  and  filter, 
i the  final  effluent  is  discharged  into'  the  Dee  estuary. 

I Great  Sutton  and  Little  Sutton  drain  into  an  outfall 
I sewer  which  discharges  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the  river 
i Mersey. 

Mayfield  Sewage  Works  consist  of  screens  and  sedi- 
1 mentation  tanks  with  an  outfall  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the 
i river  Mersey. 
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North  Wirral  Outfalls. — ^These  consist  of  two  twin  18- 
inch  dia  sewers  capable  of  taking  the  sewage  of  30,000 
population,  with  sedimentation  tank  capacity  15,000  popu- 
lation. Discharge  to  sea.  These  sewers  dram  parts  of 
Arrowe,  Frankby,  Heswall,  Irby,  Pensby,  Thurstaston, 
Upton,  Greasby  and  Saughall  'Massie. 

Manufacturing  Trade  Wastes. 

Biddulph  (Staffs.)  Urban  District. 

Forge  Colour  Works,  Biddulph. — Trade  waste  is 
treated  in  precipitation  tanks.  No'  irregular  discharge 
has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Chester  Rural  District. 

The  purification  tank  at  Balderton  Milk  Factory  has 
been  improved.  The  effluent  is  now  satisfactory. 

Congleton  Municipal  Borough. 

Complaints  have  been  received  of  intermittent  pollu-  ; 
tion  of  the  river  Dane.  A sample  of  polluted  river  water 
was  found  to  contain  gas  works  or  allied  trades  effluent.  . 
The  pollution  was  subsequently  traced  tO'  the  Gas  Works. 

Buglawton  Urban  District. 

Silver  Springs  Dye  Works. — Trade  waste  is  effec-  1 
tively  dealt  with  by  setlement  and  filtration,  a consistently  ! 
good  effluent  being  obtained. 

Congleton  Rural  District. 

British  Soda  Works,  El  worth. — The  trade  waste,  ; 
which  contains  much  spent  lime,  undergoes  extensive  / 
settlement  in  a large  “flash”  situated  on  the  Company’s  ^ 
premises.  The  overflow  from  the  “flash”  to  the  river 
Wheelock  causes  no  pollution. 

1.  C.  I.  Chemical  Works,  Malkin’si  Bank. — Trade  » 
waste  from  the  various  stills  is  treated  in  large  settle- 
ment reservoirs  before  being  discharged  into  the  river 
Wheelock.  No'  irregular  discharge  has  been  reported 
during  the  year. 
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Middlewich  Urban  District. 

I.  C.  I.  Chemical  Works. — Trade  waste  is  treated  in 
large  settlement  reservoirs  similar  to  those  at  Malkin’s 
Bank  Works.  No  irregular  discharge  has  been  reported 
during  the  year.  One  additional  reservoir  is  under  con- 
struction. 


Malpas  Rural  District. 

Hampton  Milk  Factory. — ^Tankss  and  coke  filters  are 
in  use  for  dealing  with  trade  waste.  No  complaints  have 
been  received  respecting  the  effluent. 

Nantwich  Rural  District. 

United  Dairies  Factory,  Calveley. — The  attention  of 
the  Nantwich  Rural  District  Council  was  called  to  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  a sewage  purification  plant  at 
Calveley,  which  receives  sewage  from  about  25  cottages, 
and  also  a large  volume  of  trade  waste  from  the  United 
Dairies  Factory. 

Following  negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the 
United  Dairies  Company,  a large  reservoir  at  the  factory 
is  now  under  construction  in  which  the  trade  waste  will 
receive  preliminary  treatment  before  being  discharged 
into  the  Council’s  sewer. 

Trufood  Milk  Factory,  Wrenbury. — ^Trade  waste  is 
treated  in  sedimentation  tanks  and  a coke  filter  bed.  Con- 
ditions have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Staffordshire. 

Bignall  Hill  Collieiy,  Talke,  and  Birchenwood  Col- 
liery, 'Kidsgrlove. — ^Periodical  visits  of  inspection  have 
been  made  to  these  collieries  where  the  effluents  from 
coal  washing  and  chemical  by-product  plants  are  dis- 
charged into  streams  flowing  into  Cheshire. 

Unsatisfactory  samples  were  collected  from  the  Big- 
nall Hill  Colliery  on  August  15th  and  October  2nd  and 
the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Colliery  Company. 
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Section  VIII,— Water  Supplies. 


Municipal  Boroughs. 

Cong’letdin  Municipal  JBio rough. — ^The  scheme  for 
augmenting  the  water  supply  is  nearly  completed.  There 
only  remains  the  completion  of  the  additional  low  level 
reservoir  at  Forge,  which  it  is  hoped  to  have  in  commis- 
sion early  in  February. 

The  new  pumping  plant  installed  at  the  latter  part 
of  last  year  has  operated  satisfactorily,  and  the  new  re- 
serve plant  consisting  of  one  75  h.p.  oil  engine  driving  a 
combined  set  of  two  pumps  has  been  completed  and 
tested. 

The  high  level  elevated  reservoir  at  Moss  Farm  has 
been  in  use  for  several  months,  which  gives  an  additional 
storage  capacity  of  150,000  gallons. 

During  the  year  the  yield  of  water  has  been  constant, 
and  with  the  additional  storage  no  shortage  of  water  has 
been  experienced.  Various  extensions  of  the  water  mains 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Crewe  Municipal  Borough. — iWater  is  supplied  to  the 
town  by  the  L.  M.  & S.  Railway  Company,  obtained  from 
deep  wells  situated  at  Whitmore  (Staffs.) 

During  the  year  294,696,000  gallons  were  supplied 
to  the  Corporation  for  the  use  of  the  town. 

Property  belonging  to  the  Railway  Company  is  sup 
plied  directly  and  not  through  the  Corporation. 

The  quantity  supplied  by  the  Corporation  is  approxi- 
mately 18.5  gallons  per  person  per  day. 

Extensions  of  the  water  mains  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

Dukinfield  Municipal  Borough. — ^Water  is  supplied 
by  the  Ashtomunder-Lyne,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield 
(District)  Waterworks,  from  Brushes  Reservoir  situated 
in  Swineshaw  Valley  and  having  a capacity  of  52,165,000 
gallons.  In  addition,  other  reservoirs  are  called  upon  to 
maintain  the  level  in  Brushes. 
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The  acidity  of  the  water  which  comes  from  the  peaty 
moorland  reaches  makes  it  necessary  to  filter  it.  This  is 
done  by  Mather  & Platt  Mechanical  Filters,  Alumina 
Ferric  and  Lime  being  added  tO'  the  water  prior  to  filtra- 
tion. 

The  resultant  water  is  clear,  sparkling  and  alkaline 
and  its  action  on  lead  is  practically  eradicated. 

During  the  past  years  the  filters  have  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  brought  up-to-date  at  a cost  of  £1,400. 


The  quantity  of  water  in  storage  during  the  severe 
drought  of  1929  is  an  indication  of  ample  reservoir  capac- 
ity. On  comparing  the  capacity  with  other  towns  in 
Lancashire  it  is  found  that  the  Joint  Committee  is  in  the 
fortunate  position  of  being  among  the  authorities  with  the 
biggest  quantity  of  water  stored  per  head  of  population 
supplied.  This  figure  is  9,928  gallons.

Hyde  Municipal  Borough. — Water  for  domestic  con- 
sumption is  obtained  from  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Reservoirs.  The  number  of  houses  having  direct  water 
supplies  is  now  8.825  out  of  a total  of  8.957. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  the 
population  calculated  for  the  year  was  19.76  gallons  per 
day,  of  which  13.87  gallons  were  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses and  the  remaining  5.89  gallons  for  manufacturing 
purposes. 


Macclesfield  Municipal  Borough. — ^Water  is  derived 
from  upland  surface  gathering  grounds,  situated  in 
Higher  Sutton  and  Macclesfield  Forest. 

3,438  yards  of  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  during 
the  year.  There  are  only  a few  scattered  farms  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  Borough  which  are  not  supplied  from  the 
Town’s  mains. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  September 
17th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  to  borrow  £9,000 
for  the  covering  in  of  the  Main  Service  Reservoir,  Buxton 
Road,  Macclesfield,  on  account  of  atmospheric  pol- 
lution from  over  one  hundred  recently  built  Council 
Houses  which  adjoin  the  reservoir,  and  also  from  the 
manufacturing  area  during  certain  periods.  In  addition, 
the  reservoir,  since  its  construction  about  seventy  years 
ago,  has  been  subject  to  growths  of  Algae.  From  time  to 
time  this  form  of  growth  has  found  its  way  into  the  mains  I 
to  the  annoyance  of  consumers  and  in  some  cases  caused  > 
a complete  blockage  of  small  mains. 

I 

The  scheme  consists  of  taking  out  the  flagged  bottom  c 
and  substituting  a re-inf orced  concrete  floor.  The  roof  « 
is  to  be  constructed  of  re-inforced  concrete  supported  by  I 
brick  pillars  and  girders,  and  finally  finished  on  the  surface  i 
with  the  flags  taken  out  of  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir.  1 
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The  scheme  was  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  and  work 
is  in  progress. 

The  London  Road  area  has  for  years  suffered  from 
a defective  and  intermittent  supply  of  water.  This  supply 
has  now  been  temporarily  improved  and  extended  by 
the  provision  of  a Booster  on  the  land  of  Robin  Hood 
Farm. 

Four  samples  of  the  Town’s  water  were  submitted 
to  chemical  analysis  and  bacterialogical  examination.  The 
reports  of  the  analysis  and  examination  were  very  satis- 
factory. 

Stalybridge  Municipal  Borough. — Water  is  supplied  by 
the  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  (Dis- 
trict) Waterworks. 

Urban  Districts. 

Alderley  Edge  Urban  District. — The  district  is  sup- 
plied with  water  by  the  Stockport  Corporation. 

Alsager  Urban  District. — The  Council’s  water  under- 
taking consists  of  two  boreholes  in  the  new  red  sand- 
stone at  Oak  Farm,  Alsager,  together  with  the  necessary 
pumping  plant.  The  reservoir  capacity  is: — ^Mere  Lake, 
220,000  gallons,  the  Hill,  110,000  gallons,  and  Linley 
5,550  gallons.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received. 

Altrincham  Urban  District. — The  water  supply  is  ob- 
tained from  the  reservoir  of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 
A complaint  was  received  of  certain  insects  being  present 
in  the  water.  The  matter  was  investigated  by  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  Water  Department  and  there  was  no 
further  complaint. 

Bebington  and  Bromborough  Urban  District. — The 
district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board. 

Bollington  Urban  District. — Water  is  obtained  from 

I sourcess  situated  in  the  neighbouring  township  of 

j Rainow  some  two  or  three  miles  distant.

I Lowerhouse  supply  is  obtained  from  three  boreholes 
in  the  Millstone  grit. 
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Dane  Bent  supply  is  obtained  from  a borehole  427 
feet  deep  in  the  Millstone  grit.  This  supply  is  used  to 
augment  the  Lowerhouse  supply  during  times  of  drought, 

Millbrook  supply  consists  of  a borehole  262  feet 
deep  in  the  Millstone  grit,  pumping  plant,  and  high  level 
reservoir.  Three  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bowden  Urban  District. — ^Water  is  obtained  from  the 
reservoirs  of  the  Manchester  Corporation.  Four  farms, 
and  five  dwelling  houses  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the 
district  are  dependent  upon  wells. 

Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District. — ^Water  is  ob- 
tained in  bulk  through  meters  from  the  Stockport  Cor- 
poration. A good  and  wholesome  supply  is  maintained 
from  the  Kinder  and  Woodhead  moorland,  and  treated 
moorland  sources. 

Extensions  tO'  existing  mains  and  the  provision  of 
new  mains  have  been  carried  out  to  meet  the  needs  of  de- 
veloping areas. 

Springs  and  wells  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
which  are  not  served  by  water  mains  are  kept  under  ob- 
servation. A complaint  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
was  investigated  respecting  an  unsatisfactory  supply  at 
an  isolated  group  of  cottages  at  Castle  Hill,  Bredbuij, 
and  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Urban  District 
Council. 

Bulglawtom  Urban  District. — The  jConncirs  Water 
supply  is  obtained  from  a borehole  in  the  Millstone  grit, 
reservoir  capacity  20,000  gallons.  Four  samples  analysed 
during  1930  continued  to  shew  lead,  but  in  steadily  de- 
creasing quantities.  The  organic  condition  of  the  water 
is  excellent. 

Cheadle  and  Gatley  Urban  District. — Water  is  sup- 
plied by  the  Stockport  Corporation  and  has  been  satis- 
factory both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Compstall  Urbain  District. — The  Urban  portion  of 
the  district  is  served  by  two  reservoirs  which  hold  a 
twenty-eight  days’  supply.  The  reservoirs  have  been 
cleaned  and  limed  during  the  year.  The  upper  portion 
of  the  district  is  supplied  by  wells. 
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Ellesmere  Port  and  Whitby  Urban  District. — The  dis- 
trict is  supplied  with  water  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water 
Board.  The  quality  and  quantity  are  satisfactory.  One 
farmhouse  and  three  adjacent  cottages  are  dependent  upon 
a well  otherwise  the  entire  town  has  a piped  water  supply. 
The  water  storage  tower  at  Whitby  has  a capacity  of 
200,000  gallons.  Extensions  of  water  mains  are  being 
carried  out  toi  meet  developments  in  the  district. 

Hale  Urban  District. — ’A  constant  supply  of  water, 
which  is  of  excellent  quality,  is  provided  to  every  house 
by  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

Handforth  Urban  District,  and  Hazel  Grove  and 
Bramhall  Urban  District. — Both  these  districts  are  sup- 
plied with  water  by  Stockport  Corporation. 

Hollingworth  Urban  District. — The  source  of  supply 
which  is  owned  by  the  Council,  is  an  upland  spring  from 
the  Arnfield  Clough.  The  water  is  soft,  slightly  acid,  and 
has  plumbo-solvent  properties,  but  no  trace  of  lead  has 
ever  been  detected  on  analysis. 

There  are  two  reservoirs  of  20,000  and  500,000  gal- 
lons capacity  respectively. 

Hoole  Urban  District. — A constant  supply  of  water 
is  provided  by  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Urban  District. — The  water 
supply  has  been  under  the  control  of  the  Council  since 
1925.  Water  is  obtained  from  boreholes  in  the  new  red 
sandstone. 

At  Grange  Hill  there  are  two  boreholes,  220  feet  and 
240  feet  deep  respectively,  with  pumping  plant. 

At  Newton  there  are  two-  boreholes,  600  feet  and  783 
feet  deep  respectively,  together  with  pumping  plant. 

There  are  two'  reservoirs,  one  with  a capacity  of 
5^5*000  gallons,  and  one  with  a capacity  of  2,804,990  gal- 
lons. 

Water  is  available  to  the  extent  of  1,200,000  gallons 
per  day. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory. 
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Knutsford  Urban  District. — The  district  is  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Knutsford  Light  and  Water  Company, 
the  supply  being  derived  from  springs. 

The  storage  reservoir  is  100,000  gallons  capacity. 

Lymm  Urban  District. — The  water  undertaking  is 
owned  by  the  Urban  District  Council.  Water  is  obtained 
from  Artesian  wells  in  Lymm  and  is  supplied  to  over  90 
per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  district. 

The  wiater  is  hard,  both  permanent  and  temporary,  but 
is  bacteriologically  pure  on  analysis. 

Marple  Urban  District. — The  district  is  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Kinder  Reservoirs  of  the  Stockport  Cor- 
poration, and  is  good  in  quality. 

A plentiful  supply  is  maintained  throughout  the 
greater  portion  of  the  district,  the  parts  suffering  from, 
shortage  being  the  Ridge  and  top  Lock. 

Extensions  of  mains  have  been  carried  out  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  developing  areas. 

Middlewich  Urban  District. — ^The  district  is  supplied 
with  water  from  boreholes  300  feet  deep  in  the  new  red 
sandstone  at  Delamere.  The  reservoir  capacity  is  200,000 
gallons.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  good. 

Mottram-in-Longendale  Urban  District. — The  dis- 
trict is  well  supplied  with  water  by  the  Manchester  Cor- 
poration. 

The  higher  parts  of  the  district  have  had  a better  ser- 
vice following  the  scraping  and  cleaning  of  water  mains. 

Nantwich  Urban  District. — The  source  of  supply  is 
Baddiley  Mere.  The  new  plant,  consisting  of  a battery 
of  pressure  mechanical  filters,  with  associated  apparatus 
for  treating  the  water  with  alumina,  lime,  and  chlorine, 
is  discharging  a satisactory  filtrate.  Two  new  beds  have 
bee(n  constructed  for  the  reception  of  precipitate. 
Analysis  shews  the  water  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality. 

Neston  and  Parkgate  Urban  District. — The  supply  is 
owned  by  the  Urban  District  Council.  Increasing  de- 
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mands,  owing  to  the  development  of  the  district  have 
necessitated  the  sinking  of  an  additional  well,  increased 
storage  accommodation,  and  modern  pumping  machinery. 
The  storage  reservoir  capacity  is  550,000  gallons. 

Analysis  of  samples  of  the  water  shews  it  to  be  of  ex- 
ceptional organic  purity. 

North  wich  Urban  District. — The  Northwich  and 
Winsford  Urban,  and  Northwich  Rural  District  Councils 
have,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  set  up 
a Joint  Water  Committee  and  coupled  together  their 
trunk  mains  to  enable  the  resources  of  each  water  under- 
taking to  be  made  full  use  of  for  domestic  and  industrial 
requirements.  Three  sources  of  supply  are  jointly  avail- 
able— ^the  Northwich  Urban  and  Northwich  Rural  supplies 
being  obtained  from  boreholes  in  the  new  red  sandstone 
at  Delamere,  and  the  Winsford  Urban  supply  from  the 
springs  at  Little  Budworth  and  a spring-fed  lake  at  Oak- 
mere. 

The  whole  area  is  provided  with  a plentiful  supply 
of  pure  water. 

Runcorn  Urban  District. — Water  is  obtained  from  the 
Vymwy  main  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation.  A further 
supply  is  available  from  a deep  well  at  Runcorn  Heath — 
the  authority  for  this  supply  being  the  Runcorn  District 
Water  Board. 

The  Runcorn  well  water  is  chlorinated  before  being 
pumped  into  the  storage  reservoirs  where  it  is  mixed  with 
an  equal  quantity  of  the  Liverpool  water.  There  are  two 
storage  reservoirs  with  a capacity  of  one  million  gallons 
and  two  million  gallons  respectively,  which  is  equivalent 
to  three  days’  supply. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  of  the  water  have 
been  reported  as  being  satisfactory. 

Sale  Urban  District. — A constant  supply  of  wafer  is 
obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the  'Manchester  Corpora- 
tion. 


Sandbach  Urban  District. — The  water  undertaking 
is  owned  by  the  Urban  District  Council,  a plentiful  sup- 
ply being  obtained  from  boreholes  near  Taxmere. 
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The  water  is  pure  although  somewhat  hard,  but  it  is 
treated  and  very  much  improved  in  this  respect.  Exten- 
sions of  the  water  mains  have  been  carried  out  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  housing  development. 

Tarporley  Urban  District. — Water  is  obtained  in 
bulk  from  Vyrnwy  main  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
which  passes  through  the  district. 

Wilmslow  Urban  District. — The  district  is  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Stockport  Corporation. 

Yeardsley-cum-Whaley  Urban  District. — The  chief 
sources  of  supply  are  upland  surface  water.  There  are 
three  concrete  service  reservoirs.  Diglee,  247,000  gallons, 
Stoneheads,  200,000  gallons,  and  Foxholme,  100,000  gal- 
lons capacity.  These  have  been  cleaned  out  and  cement 
washed  during  the  year.  The  Urban  District  Council 
have  agreed  with  the  Stockport  Corporation  for  an  emer- 
gency supply  from  the  Goyt  Valley  Scheme  which  will 
pass  through  the  district.  With  this  and  the  present  sup- 
ply there  should  be  an  ample  supply  of  excellent  water 
for  a number  of  years. 

Analysis  of  the  water  shews  it  to  be  of  an  excellent 
quality  for  domestic  purposes. 

Rural  Districts. 

Bucklow  Rural  District. — Portions  of  the  district  are 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Manchester  and  Stockport 
Corporation  Water  Uundertakings. 

The  Parish  of  Plumbley  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  mains  of  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council. 

There  are  several  Parishes  where  an  adequate  water 
supply  is  required  and  all  possible  sources  of  supply  should 
be  reviewed  and  schemes  prepared  without  delay. 

During  the  year  16.231  yards  of  water  main  have  been 
laid  in  the  district. 

Chester  Rural  District. — The  portion  of  the  district 
adjacent  tO'  the  City  of  Chester  is  supplied  with  water  by 
the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

The  Parishes  of  Dunham  Hill,  Hapsford,  Ince  and 
Elton  are  supplied  from  the  Helsby  reservoir  of  the  Run- 
corn Rural  District  Council’s  water  undertaking. 
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Other  Parishes  are  served  by  the  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board,  and  Wrexham  Waterworks. 

Congleton  Rural  District.— Certain  Parishes  in  the 
north-west  portion  of  the  district  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Middle wich  Urban  District  Council  water  under- 
taking. 

Sandbach  Urban  District  Council  water  undertaking 
supply  water  to  the  parish  of  Hassall,  immediately  ad- 
jacent to  Sandbach. 

Congleton  Municipal  Borough  supplies  water  to  a 
portion  of  the  Parish  of  Astbury. 

The  Parish  of  Leese  is  supplied  with  water  from  the 
undertaking  of  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council. 

A portion  of  the  district  adjoining  the  Urban  District 
of  Kidsgro've  (Staffs.)  is  supplied  by  the  Potteries  Water 
Board. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  September 
24th  and  25th,  1930,  respecting  an  application  to  borrow 
£20,258  for  supplying  water  from  the  recently-completed 
borehole  at  Mow  Cop  to  the  Parishes  of  Odd  Rode, 
Brereton,  Hassall,  Smallwood,  Newbold  Astbury,  Betch- 
ton,  Davenport  and  Church  Hulme.  This  scheme  was  not 
approved  of  by  the  'Ministry.  On  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  a revised  scheme  is  being  pre- 
pared. 

Disley  Rural  District. — The  district  is  supplied  with 
j water  by  the  Stockport  Corporation.

Macclesfield  Rural  District. — The  Parishes  of  Nether 
I Alderley,  Chorley,  Great  Warford,  Lyme  Handley,  Wood- 
t ford,  and  Poynton  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Stock- 
\ port  Corporation. 

A number  of  houses  in  other  Parishes  are  supplied

( Undertaking.

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Bollington  Urban  District  Council  Water  Under- 
taking supplies  a number  of  houses  in  the  Parishes  of 
Rainow,  Tytherington  and  Butley. 

A private  water  supply  which  was  originally  provided 
to  serve  an  estate  of  several  farms  and  cottages  at  Rainow 
has,  during  the  past  twenty  years,  been  extended  until 
there  are  now  between  one  hundred  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  premises  dependent  on  this  supply.  This  is  not  a 
very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  as  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  owner  of  the  supply  is  bound  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  35  of  the  Waterworks  Clauses  Act,  1847,  which 
requires  a statutory  waterworks  undertaking  tO'  provide 
a constant  supply  of  pure  water  at  a sufficient  pressure. 

The  Rainow  Parish  Council  complained  to  the  County 
Council  of  this  supply  and  samples  were  collected  for 
chemical  and  Bacteriological  examination  which  however  ] 
were  reported  as  being  satisfactory.  An  investigation  1 
shewed  that  complaints  of  an  offensive  odour  and  brown-  j 
ish  discolouration  of  the  water  were  due  to  inadequate  j 
flushing  of  a section  of  the  mains.  | 

The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Rural  District  j 
Council. 

The  Rural  District  Council  are  the  owners  of  a supply 
derived  from  springs  near  Oldfield,  including  two  reser- 
voirs of  20,000  and  5,000  gallons  capacity  respectively. 

A number  of  houses  at  Taxal  are  supplied  from  this 
source. 

Complaints  were  received  by  the  Rural  District  Coun- 
cil regarding  the  insufficiency  of  a private  supply  for  { 
Lane  Ends,  Sutton,  and  also  with  regard  to  the  supply  at  | 
Prestbury. 

I 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  to  remedy  these  1 
matters  by  laying  new  water  mains  from  the  Macclesfield  1 
Corporation  Supply  in  the  case  of  Sutton,  and  from  the  ■ | 
Stockport  supply  in  regard  to  Prestbury. 

Malpas  Rural  District. — The  township  of  'Malpas  is  t 
supplied  from  the  Vyrnwy  Main  of  the  Liverpool  Cor- 
poration. The  Parish  of  Bickley,  a part  of  Norbury,  and  ; 
a farm  and  cottages  at  Oldcastle  are  also  supplied  from  * 
this  source. 
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Other  Parishes  are  supplied  from  public  and  private 
wells. 

Following  a complaint  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  respecting  a polluted  well  on  a farm  at  Hamp- 
ton, the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Rural  District 
Council,  who  obtained  permission  to  connect  up  with  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  main  which  is  near  to  the  farm 
premises. 

Nantwich  Rural  District. — ^Practically  three-quarters 
of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  means  of  con- 
nections with  the  L.M,  & S.  Railway  Company’s  main  or 
with  the  Liverpool  Corporation’s  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct. 
One  or  two  Parishes  are  supplied  by  Alsager  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  water  undertaking. 

The  Townships  of  Audlem,  Buerton,  Hankelow, 
Newhall,  Dodcolt-cum-Wilkesley,  Wrenbury,  Sound, 
Broomhall,  Coole  Pilate,  Austerson,  Baddington,  Dod- 
dington,  Bridgemere,  Hatherton,  Hunsterson,  Blacken- 
hall,  Walgherton  and  Checkley-cum-Wrinehill  have  no 
public  water  supply.  These  townships  differ  as  regards 
the  urgency  of  their  need  for  a supply,  but  it  may  safely 
be  said  that  in  every  case  they  would  benefit  greatly  from 
a public  supply. 

The  building  which  has  taken  place  in  parts  of  the 
District  with  the  consequent  increase  of  the  local  popula- 
tion has  lowered  the  pressure  in  such  water  mains  as  exis^ 
in  these  parts  to  a very  inconvenient  extent.  The  higher 
portions  of  some  townships  only  receive  an  intermittent 
supply  during  the  daytime  and  at  certain  times  of  the 
year  there  is  no  dependable  supply  during  the  night. 

In  the  more  urban  townships  the  fitting  of  baths  and 
water-closets  has  increased  the  pull  on  the  mains  and  in 
the  more  rural  townships  there  is  an  increased  demand  for 
water  for  the  cooling  of  milk  and  the  watering  of  cattle. 

The  township  of  Church  Minshull  and  the  higher 
portions  of  the  townships  of  Wettenhall  and  Cholmondes- 
ton  are  suffering  from  an  acute  shortage  of  water  during 
the  daytime,  when  the  draw  on  the  mains  for  farm  and 
dairy  purposes  is  greater  than  their  capacity. 
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A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  has  been  held  into  a 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  conditions,  but  the  scheme 
has  been  for  the  present  deferred.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  some  scheme  is  absolutely  necessary,  for  any  acciden- 
tal leakage  of  even  moderate  degree  would  be  sufficient 
entirely  to  abolish  the  supply  of  water  to  Church  Mins- 
hull. 

The  Ravensmoor  district  of  the  township  of  Burland 
is  suffering  from  a serious  shortage  of  water  owing  to  the 
inadequate  size  of  the  mains  from  which  it  receives  its 
supply,  and  a Committee  of  the  Council  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  possibilities  of  improvement  and 
the  best  means  to  secure  such  improvement. 

A scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  township  of 
Bickerton  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation’s  aqueduct  has 
been  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Council.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  this  scheme  will  be  capable  of  supplying  all  the 
premises  in  the  township  with  the  exception  of  a few 
situated  on  the  highest  parts  of  the  Bickerton  Hills. 

With  a view  tO'  the  supply  of  water  to  forty-two 
parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  an  i8  in.  diameter  bore- 
hole has  been  sunk  to  a depth  of  600  feet  on  a farm  at 
Bearstone  in  the  County  of  Salop.  A fourteen  day  test 
was  made  to  ascertain  the  probable  yield  from  the  bore- 
hole. Approximately  30-000  gallons  of  water  per  hour 
were  pumped  during  the  whole  of  this  test  period.  Chemi- 
cal and  bacteriological  tests  have  been  made  by  eminent 
authorities  and  these  show  the  water  to  be  entirely  satis- 
factory. Its  total  hardness  is  17.8. 

The  Council  has  purchased  an  option  on  certain  lands 
near  the  village  of  Woore  for  the  site  of  a service  reser- 
voir and  has  arranged  for  the  supply  of  electrical  energy 
for  pumping  purposes. 

The  complete  scheme  has  been  put  before  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  has  been  the  subject  of  a local  inquiry. 

Early  in  the  year  the  water  supply  of  Worleston, 
Aston-juxta-Mondrum,  and  Poole  was  cut  off  by  a fracture 
of  the  main  passing  under  the  river  Weaver  near  “The 
Rookery.”  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  relay  5^ 
yards  of  the  main  on  a route  which  obviated  the  neces- 
sity of  boring  under  the  river,  and  the  supply  was  res- 
tored in  a few  days. 
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Thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  yards  of  new  mains 
were  laid  as  extensions  in  the  townships  of  Basford,  Has- 
lington,  Shavington,  and  Wybunbury. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  several  short  exten- 
sions to  the  mains  for  the  purpose  of  providing  water  for 
the  various  housing  sites  already  selected  by  the  Council. 

Northwich  Rural  District. — Extensions  of  water 
mains  have  been  carried  out  at  Barnton,  Leftwich,  Mar- 
ton,  Oakmere,  and  Stanthorne. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  supplying  the 
Parishes  of  Eddisbury,  Delamere,  Oakmere,  and  parts  of 
Little  Budworth  and  Marton  which  at  present  are  sup- 
plied from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  main. 

Runcorn  Rural  District. — Thirteen  Parishes  are  sup- 
plied with  water  by  the  Warrington  Corporation,  inclu- 
ding the  Parishes  of  Whitley  Superior  and  Whitley  In- 
ferior, the  supply  for  these  Parishes  being  sanctioned  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  following  an  Inquiry  which  was 
held  on  February  25th,  1930. 

Eight  Parishes  are  supplied  with  water  by  the  Liver- 
pool Corporation  main  from  Vyrnwy.  Two  Parishes  are 
supplied  by  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council. 

Water  undertakings  owned  by  the  Council  consist  of 
boreholes  in  the  new  red  sandstone  at  Helsby,  Frodsham 
and  Manley,  together  with  the  necessary  pumping  plant 
and  storage  reservoirs. 

Extensions  of  water  mains  for  supplying  the  Parishes 
of  Frodsham  and  Frodsham  Lordship  from  the  Frodsham 
scheme  were  sanctioned  at  the  Inquiry  held  on  February 
^Sth?  1930-  Extensions  of  water  mains  for  supplying  the 
Parish  of  Alvanley  from  the  Helsby  reservoir  were  sanc- 
tioned following  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  Tield  on 
April  3rd,  1930. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  to  extend  the  Frodsham 
and  Helsby  supply  to  provide  for  the  Parishes  of  Newton- 
by-Frodsham  and  Kingsley. 

Tarvin  Rural  District.— The  Parishes  of  Aldford, 
Buerton,  Farndon,  Churton-by-Aldord,  are  supplied  with 
ivater  by  the  Wrexham  Waterworks. 

F 
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A scheme  is  in  contemplation  for  supplying  the 
Parishes  of  Kelsall  and  Tarvin  with  water  from  the  North- 
wich  Rural  District  Council  undertaking. 

Certain  Parishes  adjoining  Chester  City  are  supplied 
by  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

The  Rural  District  Council  are'the  owners  of  a deep 
well  in  the  new  red  sandstone  at  Beeston,  together  with 
pumping  plant  and  a reservoir  of  160,000  gallons  capacity, 
and  also  springs  at  Ashton  Hayes. 

Certain  Parishes  are  supplied  from  the  Vyrnwy  main 
of  the  Liverpool  Corporation. 

The  Parishes  of  Burwardsley,  Broxton,  Tilston,  Tat- 
tenhall,  Newton,  and  Shocklach  are  in  need  of  an  improved 
water  supply. 


Tintwistle  Rural  District. — The  district  is  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Tintwistle  Water  Company,  and  the 
Stamford  Estate,  Ashton-under-Lyne.  The  source  of  sup- 
ply is  moorland  springs. 

Wirral  Rural  District. — The  Parish  of  Bidston  is  sup- 
plied with  water  by  the  Birkenhead  Corporation. 

The  remaining  Parishes  are  supplied  by  the  West 
Cheshire  Water  Board,  whose  water  is  derived  from  deep 
wells  in  the  new  red  sandstone  situated  at  Prenton  and 
Hooton,  with  the  necessary  pumping  stations.

Housing. 

The  Tables  in  the  Appendix  furnish  a comprehensive 
survey  as  regards  the  provision  of  houses  by  the  various 
Local  Authorities  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  also  by 
private  enterprise. 

Information  is  also  furnished  with  respect  to  the 
activities  of  Local  Authorities  in  the  repair,  closing,  or 
demolition  of  unfit  dwelling  houses. 

Rural  Housing. 


The  Housing  Act,  1930. 

Part  IV  of  this  Act  places  a definite  responsibility  on 
County  Councils  in  regard  to  the  housing  conditions  in  all 
Rural  areas.  Each  County  Council  must  obtain  informa- 
tion regarding  the  housing  of  working  classes  within  such 
areas,  and  satisfy  themselves  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  steps 
which  the  Council  of  the  District  are  taking  to  remedy  un- 
satisfactory conditions  and  to  provide  any  further  housing 
accommodation. 

Each  Rural  Council  is  required  to  furnish  this  infor- 
mation in  the  year  1930  (and  at  intervals  afterwards). 

The  figures  contained  in  the  following  Table  are  ob- 
tained from  information  which  was  furnished  by  the  vari- 
ous Rural  District  Councils. 


CHESTER. 
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Under  Section  34  of  the  Act  if  a Rural  District  Council 
adopt  proposals  approved  by  the  Ministry  for  the  provi- 
sion of  new  houses,  and  claim  that  any  of  such  houses  are 
required  for  the  accommodation  of  the  agricultural  popula- 
tion of  the  District  the  County  Council  shall  pay  to  the 
District  Council  a charge  of  at  least  a £i  per  annum  per 
house  for  forty  years. 

One  application  under  Section  34  has  been  r^eived 
from  the  Congleton  Rural  District  Council  respecting  the 
proposed  erection  of  seventy-five  houses  in  various  parts 
of  the  Rural  District. 

After  consideration  it  was  resolved  to  make  the  con- 
tribution as  provided  by  the  Act  in  respect  of  fifty  of  these 
houses. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  reports 
as  follows:  — 

During  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1930,  a 
total  of  1,380  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  com- 
prising 1,325  foods  and  55  drugs. 

Of  the  foods,  834  were  milks,  of  which  51  were  certi- 
fied by  the  County  Analyst  to  be  adulterated  or  deficient 
in  fat. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  23  of  these  cases  the' 
sellers  of  the  others  being  cautioned  including  three  for 
“dirty”  milk.  Fines  were  imposed  in  15  cases,  one  dealer 
who  carried  two  cans  in  his  cart  (one  containing  genuine 
milk  and  the  other  adulterated  milk)  was  fined  £10  and 
costs.  He  had  previously  been  fined  £5.  Five  cases  were 
dismissed  the  defendants  pleading  the  case  of  Hunt  ik 
Richardson  although  in  one  case  the  added  water  amounted 
to  15  per  cent. 

One  Licensed  Victualler  was  proceeded  against  for 
selling  Whiskey  containing  10  per  cent,  of  added  water  and 
was  fined  £5. 

Of  the  drugs  one  sample  of  Castor  Oil  Tablets  and  one 
of  Lime  Water  were  not  up  to  standard  and  the  sellers  were 
cautioned. 

Full  details  of  all  the  samples  have  been  supplied  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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Graded  Milks. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  : — 

3 Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Certified  Milk.” 

10  Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Grade  A (Tuberculin 
Tested)”  Milk. 

30  Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Grade  A”  Milk,  of 
which  15  were  also'  licensed  to  bottle  the  same. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

Under  the  above  Act  any  District  Medical  Officer  can 
take  samples  of  milk  in  his  area,  and  if  on  bacteriological 
examination  of  these  prove  tubercular,  he  can  notify  the 
County  Medical  Officer  (where  the  farm  supplying  the  milk 
is  in  the  County)  and  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Department  to 
arrange  for  the  cattle  on  the  farm  to  be  inspected  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  samples  of  milk  analysed  and  the 
offending  animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order. 

A number  of  District  Councils  take  such  samples,  but 
the  majority  of  the  notifications  come  from  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Warrington,  Salford,  Birkenhead  and  Stret- 
ford, the  first-named  Authority  being  particularly  active. 

During  1930  203  farms  were  notified,  5,879  cattle  ex- 
amined, 1,082  samples  taken,  of  which  146  proved  positive. 

As  a result  of  these  inspections  146  cattle  were  found 
tubercular  and  slaughtered. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  apply  only  to 
farms  from  which  the  mixed  sample  of  milk  had  been  found 
positive. 

During  the  year  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  took  sam- 
ples from  102  farms  in  various  parts  of  the  County  and 
after  the  innoculation  test  5 of  these  samples  proved  posi- 
tive. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  above  a great  deal  of 
useful  work  is  being  dofne  under  the  Act,  jbut  there 
is  still  much  that  could  be  done.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
elimination  of  infected  milk,  once  an  animal  is  found  to 
have  Tuberculosis,  is  by  slaughter  of  that  animal,  but  to 
my  mind  it  is  approaching  the  matter  from  the  wrong  end. 
If  the  Local  Authorities  would  use  their  powers  under  the 
Milks  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  to  greater  purpose, 
many  animals  would  never  become  Tubercular.  There  is 
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no  question  that  dark,  ill-ventilated,  dirty,  or  badly-con- 
structed cow  sheds,  tend  to  spread  infection,  and  assist 
the  production  of  dirty  milk.  It  is  here  therefore,  that 
more  could  be  done.  Certain  standards  for  cow  shed  con- 
struction are  laid  down  by  legislation,  and  should  be 
rigidly  adhered  to,  and  if  necessary  enforced.  This  would 
go  a long  way  to  the  production  of  a clean  and  healthy 
milk  supply. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  various  Dis- 
trict Councils  in  the  County  to  take  a fixed  number  of  sam- 
ples during  1931,  in  addition  to  the  samples  taken  by  the 
County  Sanitary  Officer. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  your  Committee 
are  about  to  appoint  a whole-time  County  Veterinary  Sur- 
geon. 

Blind  Persons  Act. 

This  Act  is  carried  out  under  the  general  supervision 
of  your  Council  by  the  Home  Teaching  Societies  at 
Chester,  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  Macclesfield.  The  work 
is  exceedingly  well  done  by  these  Home  Teaching 
Societies.

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The  number  of  Blind  Persons  in  the  County  is  about 

600. 


Seventy-six  free  wireless  licenses  were  issued  to  Blind 
Persons  in  the  County  during  1930. 

Your  Committee  have  arranged  that  before  any  person 
is  placed  on  the  Register  of  the  Home  Teaching  Societies, 
he  or  she  must  have  been  certified  blind  by  the  County 
Oculist  (Dr.  Nicholas  Hughes). 

Under  the  augmentations  scheme  weekly  grants  have 
teen  made  to  315  persons  and  also  12  dependents  grants. 
Grants  were  refused  in  34  cases.  The  cost  will  probably 
average  about  £6,750  per  annum. 


Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Under  this  Act  8 Poor  Law  Institutions  have  been 
transferred  to  the  County  Council.  In  the  past  it  has  been 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  provide  institutional 
accommodation  for  the  sick,  and  this  has  been  done  by 
erecting  Hospital  blocks,  either  attached  to,  or  within  the 
same  curtilage  as  the  House  portion  of  the  Institution.  It 
is  therefore  practically  impossible  to  effectively  separate 
combined  Institutions  of  this  description,  so  that  the  Hos- 
pital portion  can  be  appropriated  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  Hospital  purposes. 

Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  it  is  obvious  that 
for  the  present,  the  Poor  Law  Institutions  must  continue 
to  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  poor,  under  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee.

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While  on  the  subject  of  Hospital  accommodation,  the 
provisions  set  out  in  the  Local  Government  Act  are  rnost 
important  and  worthy  of  comment  here.  Section  14  gives 
the  powers  granted  under  Section  131  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  Section  64  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1925 
to  County  Councils.  These  Sections  state  that  any  Sani- 
tary Authority  may  build  Hospitals,  or  contract  for,  or 
enter  into  agreement  with  the  managers  of  such  places, 
for  the  reception  of  the  sick  for  an  agreed  sum. 

In  taking  the  County  as  a whole,  it  will  be  seen  that 
it  is  exceptionally  well  covered  with  various  types  of  In- 
stitutions and  Clinics  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the 
Tuberculosis,  School  Medical  Maternity  and  Child  Welare, 
and  Ante-Natal  Services  of  the  County  Council.  It  is  also 
obvious  that  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  overlapping. 

As  the  larger  centres  of  population  lie  along  the 
northern  border  of  the  County,  it  is  there  that  one 
naturally  finds  the  large  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  Centres 
for  the  most  up-to-date  treatment  of  the  sick.  For  this 
reason  the  development  of  a hospital  policy  for  the  County 
is  not  an  easy  matter.  Whatever  arrangements  are  made 
between  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  Local  Authorities, 
a vast  amount  of  re-organisation  will  be  necessary.  It 
has  already  been  pointed  out,  that  the  custom  in  the  past 
has  been  for  the  Boards  of  Guardians  to  provide  hospital 
accommodation  within  the  precincts  of  the  Institution, 
thus  making  it  impossible  for  them  to  be  appropriated  for 
hospital  purposes. 

The  line  to  go  on  is  very  clearly  put  by  W.  A.  Rob- 
son in  “The  Development  of  Local  Government”: — “In 
developing  a hospital  policy  it  is  necessary  to  ensure  that 
there  shall  be  no  duplication  of  accommodation,  or  waste- 
ful competition  between  Local  Authorities’  Hospitals, 
and  Voluntary  Hospitals.  In  order  to  achieve  these  ends, 
it  is  not  sufficient  that  the  Local  Authority  shall  merely 
‘consult’  with  the  Voluntary  Hospital  staffs,  as  required 
bvthe  Local  Government  Act.  A Joint  Committee  should 
be  set  up  with  definite  functions,  such  as  the  devising  of 
means  for  the  co-ordination  of  admission,  and  transfer  of 
patients;  the  co-ordination  of  the  Ambulance  transport 
service  for  the  whole  area,  and  the  development  of  new 
hospital  accommodation.” 

Section  2 of  the  Local  Government  Act  deals  with  the 
function  of  Infant  Life  Protection  and  Vaccination.  The 
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functions  which  were  previously  discharged  by  the  Boards 
of  Guardians  now  become  the  duty  of  the  County  Council. 

Vaccination  is  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee, and  is  dealt  with,  with  little  or  no  alteration,  as  by 
the  Board  of  Guardians. 

Infant  Life  ProtecHon, — This  service  is  now  adminis- 
tered by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  and 
is  dealt  with  on  page  29  of  this  report. 

Voluntary  Hospitals. — Appended  is  a statement  re- 
garding the  accommodation  of  Cheshire  Voluntary  Hos- 
pitals as  it  existed  in  1929.
